THE CONTEST IN "OtD KAINTCCK." 


Th« contest now pending in the 


Legislature of Kentucky is so pro- 
tracted and its result so essential to 
the proposed legislation by the party 
now in power, that a brief history of it 
will be of interest to all who keep up 
with the times, in the reading of politi- 
cal events. 


Late in tne spring of 1895 both the 


great political 
parties held their 


primaries, and later on their State con- 
ventions, adopted platforms and nom- 
inated State tickets. The Republicans 
nominated W. O. Bradley for Governor 
on a platform declaring for sound 
money. 


The Democrats nominated P. Wat 


Hardin for the same office on a plat- 
form 89t on a pivot, of course capable 
of any interpretation—gold, silver or 
both. 


Hardin gave it a free silver interpre- 


tation and stumped the State. Senator 
Blackburn, a candidate for re-election, 
did the same. Secretary Carlisle and 
Henry Watterson and bis paper gave 
the ticket worae than no support, and 
the result was the election of Bradley 
nnd a Legislature Democratic on every 
issue save the money question. When 
the Legislature met and began ballot- 
ing for Senator several of its members 
declined to support Blackburn on ac- 
count of his ideas on silver. The bal- 
loting continued for several weeks and 
one by one the objecting Democrats 
wheeled into line until he only lacked 
three of election. These three men 
held out until it became evident that 
without their votes Blackburn could 
not be elected, and then hardly feeling 
like shouldering the responsibility of 
defeating a life-long Democrat they 
united in writing to Secretary Carlisle 
for his advice on the situation. His 
response in an open letter was evasive. 
What he wrote them privately may be 
inferred by the action of the three men 
subsequently. 
They continued their 


opposition and the Legislature ad- 
journed without eleoting a Senator. 


Last year when the time came io 


elect delegates to the National Con- 
vention at Chicago Blackburn stamped 
the State and beat Carlisle and Watter- 
aon, sending a solid delegation in favor 
of free silver. In the election which 
followed, MoKinley, with the aid of 
Carlisle and Watterson and their gold- 
bug followers, carried the State by 400 
majority. 


The silver Democrats of the present 


Legislature 
nominated 
Blackburn 


•gain for Senator, and Godfrey Hunter 
second the Republican caucus nomina-; 
tion. With a candidate who could get 
the solid strength of the party, the Be-: 
publicans would have been success suc- 
cessful long ago, bat unfortunately for 
Hunter there are six or seven members 
who will not vote for him, and hence 
the deadlock. 


It is generally believed that Governor 


Bradley wants the place himself and 
probably would get it but for the fact 
that his election would mean a Dem o- 
cratic Executive until the next election, 
and then, too, he is in rather bad odor 
with Mr. Hanna. Not long since the 
maker of Presidents directed or at- 
tempted to direct Bradley what to do 
in the management of affairs, and was 
told by the Governor to mind his own 
business. It is very hard to tell how 
the contest will end, though it is reason- 
able to calculate that a Republican 
will eventually win. 


The point of the most interest to the 


silver Democrats is the attitude of 
Watterson and Carlisle, heretofore 
great leaders in the party. It is evi- 
dent they prefer a gold Republican, 
high protective tariff and all, to a 
Democrat who favors bimetallism, and 
it is well that thia has been so clearly 
demonstrated, for it makes plain the 
only way to proceed, that is, to seek no 
compromise, to stand firm and clear 
the decks for the struggle in 1900.

It assames 
that tho other States tolerate, nothing 
equally reprehensible, if prize fighting 
be reprehensible. • Out.vlimit.ed knowl 
edge of the physical s ports ericouragec 
and patronized throughout the country 
leads us to the belief that there'is more 
that is beneficial and lesls that is harm- 
ful in prizefighting than:'ih the'foot 
ball game, boat raping; or any of the 
popular exhibitions of physical force 
in which the youth of the country are 


The foot ball jfame especially 


is destructive of, the life and health of 
a vast nnmbe'r of young men every year 
who would make useful and honorable 
citizens in the various callings in life 
where education and ability are, re> 
quired. We seldom read "of. a boat race 
wherein the health of one or more of 
the participants is not permanently 
impaired. Besides, the a"rt of boxing, 
or as it' is frequently called, the manly 
art of self defense, is taught in the 
gymnasiums attached to -almost every 
college or university in the laud. If it 
is proper and desirable for young men 
to understand the manly art of self .de- 
fense, why should it be more objection- 
able for people to witness that game 
played by the highest experts than it is 
to witness the various other games 
which, are less useful and more danger- 
ous to the life and. health of .the con- 
testant. There is comparatively little 
danger of any injury to the spectators 
who witness prize fighting, and what- 
ever injury the combatants inflict upon* 
each other is accepted by them as a re- 
sult of tho profession which they have 
chosen. 
v 


There is a wide difference between 


the moral and physical effects which' 
may result from Oorbett and Fitzsim- 
mons beating each other and the per- 
manent injury to fifteen or twenty 
promising young students, from the ef- 
fects of one severely contested foot 
jail game. The power of resistance to 
wropg and the ability to defend against 
lastardly assaults, is justly regurded 
jy the learned institutions of the land 
as valuable education for the youth, 
otherwise they would avoid the expend- 
tures of time and money which are re- 
quired to secure that kind of education. 
!t increases the physical vigor without 
;axing the physical powers in the young 
n a manner to produce permanent in- 
jury. The accidents that happen in 
;hese contests are less in number and 
ess deplorable in character thau in any 
other physical sport which is practiced 
among civilized men. 


There is another consideration which 


undoubtedly has its influeace with the 
earned professors to encourage educa- 
ion in boxing. It derelops one of the 
most useful instincts which nature has 
mplanted in man. However much wo 
may deplore war or physical conflict of 
ny kind, \ve are forced to admit that 


no people ever acquired their rights 
nd no great civilization was ever main- 
ained without the most vigorous use 
f physical t'orca. Physical for ee has 
ieen tho groat iostrumentality in all 
ges to break tho chains of slavery and 
ecure equal rights and justice for tho 
masses. Whenever any nation has 
lost its power .offensive and defensive,"! 
it has relapsed into a condition of im- 
becility and degredaUon which has ex- 
cited the pity and contempt of man- 
kind.
